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RESPONSE AFTER FINAL REJECTION 



This is in response to the final Oflfice Action dated September 11, 2006. 

No extension of time is believed to be necessary for the filing of this paper, but 
if an extension of time is required, applicants request that this be considered a petition 
therefor. The Director is hereby authorized to charge any fees which may be required 
for such an extension to Deposit Account No. 11-1158. 

In the September 1 1* Office Action, the Examiner repeated his rejection of 
applicants' Claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) based on Fujikawa et al., U.S. Patent 
No. 5,784,860 (the *860 patent). Applicants respectfiilly traverse this rejection. 

To put the issue in context, we begin with the areas about which there is no 
dispute. 

First and foremost, there is no dispute between the Examiner and applicants that 
the '860 patent onlx discloses a glass-contacting PET layer (i.e., layer 41) which 
contains additives. Thus, the Examiner does not dispute that the only disclosure in the 
'860 patent regarding the use of PET for layer 41 specifically and unequivocally teaches 
that the layer must at a minimum "mixed with a charge protective material:" 
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
